Caba, Officials Reaffirm 
Commitment To Kidder Stacy 


Acting Town Manager Edward Caba today re¬ 
affirmed the town’s commitment to locate suitable 
quarters for The Kidder Stacy Co. and said that the new¬ 
ly appointed Agawam Economic Development and In¬ 
dustrial Commission will immediately meet to for¬ 
mulate an economic development plan for the Bowles 
Airport industrial tract. 

The seven member EDIC met Wednesday at Town 
Hall and selected Richard Bellico, Agawam branch 
manager of BayBank/Valley as the commission’s chair¬ 
man. Jack Stone, DPW Superintendent, was named 
vice-chairman. * 

Other commissioners recently confirmed by the town 
council were Chester Nicora, Edmund Jenks, Robert 
Bergin and Richard Soderman. 

Stone said today that the commission’s first economic 
development plan for the Bowles site, will probably be 
limited in scope because of the time factor involved. 
Stone noted that Kidder Stacy intends on building the 
first phase of their scheduled 250,000 sq. ft. plant this 
spring. He said the commission will present the 
economic development plan to the council in late 
March. 

Stone says: “The first economic plan won’t be much 
more than the actual acquisition of the property, the 
selling and and subsequent placement of Kidder Stacy 
on a parcel, and maybe, we’ll sell a second parcel to 
another perspective buyer. From there, the commission 
will assemble a comprehensive study of the remainder of 
the land.” 

"Stone added that if the commission decides that the 
320 acre Bowles Airport is not suitable for an industrial 
park, alternate sites will be reviewed on Kidder Stacy’s 
behalf. 

Caba and town officials have been crticized by coun¬ 
cilor Donald Rheault because of the lightening quick 
manner the town has handled the planned purchase of 
the Bowles property and for what Rheault termed as 
“the unprofessional methods used from the beginning 
by town officials.” 

Rheault says that the EDIC has been prejudiced into 
believing that their sole purpose is to form an economic 
plan suited for the Bowles purchase. He also said that 


the commission’s makeup must fall within the law, and 
that each commissioner must post a $50,000 surety bond 
before bonding for the property. 

Caba told the Advertiser/News that because Mass. 
Genreal Laws do not permit a municipality to become 
involved in industrial development, i.e., buying and sell¬ 
ing property and bonding, the EDIC is the necessary 
vehicle for the town to develop the Bowles site and 
other industrial tracts in town. 

Caba said, “There is no question that Agawam has 
made a definite commitment to Kidder Stacy.” He 
noted that the council voted 14-0 in February to support 
the purchase of the Bowles property and said, “There is 
no backing off if the EDIC finds the land a good invest¬ 
ment.” 

According to figures provided by Stone, approx¬ 
imately 240 acres at the Bowles site are saleable. Not in¬ 
cluded in the estimate is 35 acres for runways to service 
the proposed municipal airport and 15 acres for the 
scheduled Route 57 bypass. 

Town Treasurer David Gallano reported that Kidder 
Stacy will pay $180,000 for some 65-70 acres. Gallano 
restated that tax dollars collected just from the Kidder 
Stacy plant will pay back the town’s investment. 

Explained Gallano: “We’re not interested in the real 
estate business, but collecting tax dollars from Kidder 
Stacy and, believe me, it’s worth the investment.” 

Gallano scored Rheault for “Monday morning 
quarterbacking” the Bowles airport purchase saying 
that Rheault voted for it and approved the EDIC’s for¬ 
mation at two separate council sessions. 

Rheault said he believes that developing the Bowles 
tract is a losing proposition for the community, and that 
he will present the EDIC with a second proposal at an 
alternatie industrial-zoned site. 

The Precinct 3 councilor and town officials also 
disagree over Kidder Stacy being able to meet its spring 
timetable for construction. 

With the EDIC moving along with its economic plan 
as scheduled, and following the proper public hearing 
procedures, officials maintain that Kidder Stacy can 
break ground in April. According to Rheault, “That is 
impossible.” 


Kennedy Takes 
Town Primary 

Although favorite son U.S. Senator Edward Kennedy 
crunched President Jimmy Carter on a state-wide level 
by more than 2-1, Agawam voters gave Kennedy a vote 
of confidence, but by a far closer margin in the 
Massachusetts Presidential Primary last Tuesday. 

In a day that brought approximately 30 percent of 
town voters to six polling sites, Kennedy gained 1,457 
votes compared to Carter’s 1,039. 

In the Republican race, George Bush, the former am¬ 
bassador to the United Nations, held off a late rally 
from the surprising Illinois Congressman John Ander¬ 
son. 

Bush tallied 431 votes compared to Anderson’s 362. 
Former California governor Ronald Reagan finished 
third with 298 votes and U.S. Senator Howard Baker 
placed a distant fourth with 54 votes. 

Acting Town Clerk Rita Rose called the turnout 
“very good for a primary” and noted that many in¬ 
dependents hit the polls in a day when the independent 
crossover vote greatly aided the dark horse Anderson on 
a state-wide count. 

“The weather was good; there was an interesting race 
going and we expected about 30 percent, and that’s 
what we got,” said Mrs. Rose. “From our standpoint, 
we wouldn’t be satisfied unless three-quarters of the 
registered voters came out.” 

In the town committee race, State Representative Ed¬ 
ward Conelly easily outdistanced the field with 762 
votes. 

Over on the Democratic side, Councilor Walter Kerr 
gained first place honors with 1,030 votes to edge long¬ 
time town committee member anjj‘candidate for state 
representative Rudy Altobelli by a single vote.

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Anderson...“Did Better Than He Dreamed” School Committee

John Anderson was expected to do well in 
Massachusetts, but as Rep. Edward C.onnelly predicted 
two weeks before the Massachusetts Primary, Anderson 
finished “better than he dreamed.” 

Claiming close to 31 % of the vote, the white-haired 
liberal Republican, described as the most distinguished 
politician from Illinois since Abraham Lincoln, finished 
a strong second and effectively prevented victory by 
either of the two Republican frontrunners, George Bush 
or Ronald Reagan. Bush finished first by 800 votes and 
Reagan third, two percentage points back. 

Does Anderson’s showing make him a frontrunner? 
Probably not. 

Anderson fared well in Massachusetts because of a 
primary system that allows independents to vote in the 
Republican or Democratic contest. With a Kennedy vic¬ 
tory a sure thing, many Bay State independents threw 
their votes into the Republican fray and, according to 
the polls, voted for Anderson. 

Anderson is an independent-minded Republican who 
derives most of his support from independents. Such 
backing does not a Republican nominee make. In short, 
Anderson is not expected to do well in the approaching 
primaries in South Carolina, Alabama, and Florida 
where only registered Republicans can vote. Of the re¬ 
maining primaries, only Wisconsin has an arrangement- 
like Massachusetts where independents can become par¬ 
ty members for a day. 

But regardless of his future, and that is impossible to 
predict in this unpredictable year of presidential 
politics, there is something about John Anderson that 
meets with favor wherever he speaks. 

Anderson talks up to his listerners, not down. He is 
forceful and eloquent and is not afraid to take a stand. 
The issues that hurt him in states like New Hampshire 
and Maine - gun control, abortion, etc. - helped him in 
the more liberal environs of Massachusetts. Anderson 
speaks from deep convictions with little regard for what 
pollsters tell.him are the “popular issues” but concerns 
himself only with what he believes, after nearly two 
decades in Congress, is right. 

George Bush won the most voters in Massachusetts 


STV BINGO 
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and Ronald Reagan was tne victor in the Vermont 
primary. Tuesday was one of the few days in electoral 
history where three separate candidates of the same par¬ 
ty honestly claimed victory. Reagan made a strong 
showing in Massachusetts and won handily in Vermont. 
Bush copped only a quarter of the vote in Vermont, but 
in Massachusetts, where Anderson cut into his support 
severely, the former ambassador won a tenacious vic¬ 
tory. 

The loser in Massachusetts and Vermont was Howard 
Baker of Tennessee. The minority leader has yet to 
make a strong showing in the primaries and only a surge 
in the South against Reagan and Bush can resurrect his 
candidacy. That does not appear likely. 

On the Democratic side, Edward Kennedy showed, in 
Tom Brokaw’s words, that “not only is Massachusetts 
his home territory, but it’s his personal fiefdom as well.” 
Kennedy outpolled Carter by better than two-to-one in the 
loyal Bay State and demonstrated that Massachusetts* 
love for the Kennedy’s has not diminished. In over three 
decades of public service to the state, the family has built a 
powerful web of political loyalties and connections which 
served the Senator well in his much needed victory against 
the President. 

Kennedy’s victory shows that he is still next to invinci¬ 
ble in Massachusetts, but says little of his strength na¬ 
tionwide. In Vermont, he was beaten roundly by nearly 
three-to-one by Jimmy Carter. The campaign heads 
South, with Carter having taken three out of four con¬ 
tests in Kennedy’s backyard. Now the campaign is in the 
President’s backyard, although the President himself is 
in the Rose Garden. 

A victory - any victory is consoling - for Edward Ken¬ 
nedy, particularly since doubt was beginning to settle 
around is chances to win in his home state. The 
Senator’s margin was convincing. 

As he heads for warmer climates and some say 
“hellfires,” Kennedy has a tailwind of public issued to 
buoy his candidacy - a soaring prime interest rate, a 
disastrous “mistaken vote” by the Administration in 
the U.N. and unprecedented inflation. There may be 
doubts about the pilot, but Kennedy’s campaign surely 
has the issues with which to flv.

Revamps Guidance

Last Tuesday evening, the Agawam School Commit¬ 
tee approved a proposed revamping of the guidance 
department throughout the Agawam School System. 
The approval includes a budget of $268,883 and provi¬ 
sion for one additional regular counselor at the high 
school and the assuming of the salary of the vocational 
counselor now working under federal funds scheduled 
to terminate this year. 

Given final approval, rather then the tentative basis 
extended to prior proposed budgets, this new plan pro¬ 
vides at the high school for a new counselor/student 
ratio of 1/280, down from the present 1/370, with the 
department chairman and the vocational counselor 
slated for 200 students each. 

Additional responsibilites to be assumed throughout 
the system, but particularly at the high school, call for 
more frequent in-depth meetings between counselors 
and their individual students, for more extensive com¬ 
munication with parents, for more widespread career 
orientation guidance to begin at an earlier level than the 
senior year, and for more work in the area of personal 
counselling. 

Superintendent of Schools Louis Hebert explained to 
members of the School Committee that this proposed 
mode of operating the guidance department should not 
be viewed as the solution to problems in all areas, but is 
definitely a big step in the right direction. A majority of 
the individual members of the committee agreed with 
Hebert’s assessment of the need for improvements to be 
made within this particular department. 

Other Budget Approvals 

In other action that evening, the committee tentative¬ 
ly approved an athletic department budget of $96,227. 
Cuts from the original requested amount of $105,185 
were made in the items including uniforms, transporta¬ 
tion, and coaches clinics. 

Upon reconsideration of deleting the ski and golf 
teams, the committee voted in favor of reinstating them 
into the athletic offerings. 

A suggested audio-visual budget of $44,725 was also 
tentatively approved, as was a recommended budget of 
$53, 802 for psychological services mandated under 
Chapter 766. 

The next regularly scheduled meeting of the Agawam 
School Committee will take place next Tuesday evening 
at 7 p.m.

John Steinbeck does not create characters. Rather, he 
writes about real people and Saturday night at Stage 
West they came alive. 

“Of Mice And Men” is a powerful hard-hitting 
drama that deals with friendship, responsibility, 
loneliness, hope, and love.

There has been much discussion and some 
heated debate in recent weeks about the town’s 


Crime Watch Program Catching On

intent to purchase the 320 acre-Bowles Airport 
property from the Springfield newspapers. 

We all recall the dramatic special session of 
the Town Council last month when the council 
unanimously voted to begin the process of buy¬ 
ing the property in order to keep the Kidder 
Stacy Company within our boundaries. 

This event, in our estimation, was the first 
time in memory that Agawam has taken the 
resolve to develop a solid industrial base, and 
again, we applaud Town Hall and the council for 
their efforts. 

Naturally, there are questions that need to be 
addressed concerning the industrial develop¬ 
ment of the Bowles property and the feasibility 
of a municipal airpark at the site at a future 
date. 

Retaining Kidder Stacy Co. in Agawam by of¬ 
fering company officials a lucrative deal at the 
Bowles site was a move that was both necessary 
and proper. 

Too often, businessess become frustrated in 
this area because of conditions that are counter¬ 
productive to their profit. Enfield, Connecticut, 
wanted Kidder Stacy, one of the leading 
manufacturers in printing presses, so badly that 
they offered to eat Kidder Stacy’s astronomical 
moving costs, estimated at a cool one million 
dollars. 

The newly-appointed Agawam Economic 
Development and Industrial Commission has a 
serious job ahead of them: formulating an 
economic plan that will keep Kidder Stacyin this 
community at either the Bowles site or another 
parcel, but preferably at the airport. 

The eleventh hour nature of this new resolve 


plan on the various methods home and property 
owners can utilize to protect their vital interests. 

The “Crime Watch” scope is aimed at attack¬ 
ing the criminal before he commits his dastardly 
act. Residents become the eyes and ears of the 
police in that they are indirectly involved in the 
apprehension of the criminal. 

This is accomplished by passing on all perti¬ 
nent information about who belongs in the 
neighborhood and who does not and by calling 
police when a suspicious character is seen in the 
vicinity. 

The spirit of “Crime Watch” is not to form 
neighborhood vigilante groups a la playing 
“cops and robbers,” but to provide the police 
with a valuable extension of their solemn 
responsibility, protecting the public welfare. 

Residents of the Regency Park Apartments 
and neighbors of Oak Lane in Feeding Hills 
recenly held informative sessions with 
Chmielewski and Rising, and more such ses¬ 
sions are now being mapped out. 

We encourage more neighborhoods to par¬ 
ticipate in the program. It could lead to a better 
and safer Agawam. The new bond between 
police and Regency Park and Oak Lane 
residents is a positive step in that direction.

in Agawam didn’t cover all angles. How could 
it? 

If we lose our momentum and Kidder Stacy 
says “goodbye” our future industrial develop¬ 
ment will became seriously jeopardized. In¬ 
dustrial development is a long-range solution to 
stabilizing a tax base and providing jobs. 

Smoking Policy In... 

The high school now has an official policy that 
permits students with parental permission to 
smoke cigarettes in a controlled atmosphere, the 
school’s courtyard. 

Last week, by a 5-2 margin, the School Com¬ 
mittee, on the recommendation of Louis J. 
Hebert, Superintendent of Schools, approved 
the policy that is still being worked out by 
school department and high school ad¬ 
ministrative officials. Chairwoman Jessie 
Fuller and member Roberta Doering dissented. 

Apparently, the smoking problems at the high 
school have proliferated to the point that 
discipline has been lost and marijuana has 
replaced a Winston or Kent on more than one 
occasion. 

School committee members in favor argue 
that with this policy illegal smoking on the 
slope, an area adjacent to the new Cooper Street 
library, and within the building will be drastical¬ 
ly cut. 

Moreover, board members argue, this policy 
has sharp teeth since those who smoke outside 
the designated courtyard area will be dealt with 
severely. 

We support that portion of the School Com¬ 
mittee’s policy - that those who flagrantly break 
the rules, thus disrupting the educational pro¬ 
cess, deserve harsh punishment. But why not in¬ 
itiate a policy of stricter discipline and forego the 
allowing kids to smoke? 

Our second objection is that smoking is a pro¬ 
ven health hazard. At every turn, new data on 
smoking and how it adversely affects one’s 
health is uncovered. The habit does not belong 
in a place of learning, legal or not.

Under what circumstances may a landlord enter a 
tenant's apartment? 

Massachusetts law does not permit a landlord of 
residential property to enter a tenant’s apartment except 
for the following: 

a. In accordance with a court order to enter; 

b. If the apartment appears to have been abandoned by 
the tenant. 

c. To make necessary repairs; 

d. During the last thirty days of the tenancy to inspect 
the apartment for damages, if any, to deduct from any 
security deposit held by the landlord. 

e. During the last thirty days of the tenancy to show the 
apartment to a prosepctive tenant. 

In other words, a nosey landlord has no right to enter 
the tenants apartment merely to satisfy some personal 
whim. The landlord would be guilty of breaking and 
entering and tresspassing if he/she should enter the 
apartment except in compliance with situations men¬ 
tioned.

Natural Moments Stir 
Natural Emotions 

By Joanne Brown 

How do you capture a moment of nature with intensi¬ 
ty and insight? For expert advice, ask the fourth grade 
class of Mr. Vincent Valentine at Peirce Elementary 
School. 

These youngsters have recently completed a study of 
Haiku, a structured form of Japanese poetry which at¬ 
tempts to capture a single moment of natural beauty. In 
employing the rigid three-line form of the poem, the 
author must devise lines of five, seven, and five syllables 
while simultaneously choosing words which accurately 
portray just the emotion he wishes to convey. 

Mr. Valentine approached his latest introduction to 
Haiku in a novel manner. Instead of stressing syllables, 
he emphasized a vocabulary of words associated with 
instances in nature. 

By asking his students to foucs on pictures, he elicited 
from them words which described or expressed what 
they were feeling. After compiling a list of 50 or 60 
words reflecting various aspects of nature and beauty, 
he followed with a presentation of the strict form of 
poetry. 

The end result of this study is on display in the school 
cafeteria where a bulletin board depicting a winter scene 
is surrounded by representations of individually moving 
instances in nature produced in Haiku by the members 
of his class. 

Scott Healey has captured the essence of a New 
England snowfall: 

The magic touches 
Of winter can be gentle 
And full of delight. 

Tammy Santore relates the absolute silence of a still 
woodland scene: 

How calm the deer look 
Not a whisper around them 
Standing by the brook. 

Michael Noftall was similarly moved the the serenity 
and silence of the forest: 

Deer are so peaceful 
Awakening at daybreak 
Facing a new day. 

Joel Mathewson conveys his optimism and hope for 
the future: 

Frozen lifeless ground 
Lies waiting for spring’s return 
With blossoms of spring. 

Such sensitive use of language is a true delight to 
witness, particularly in students at such a young age. 
Congratulations must be extended to Mr. Valentine’s 
fourth graders.

Established For 
Fran Rosso 



Francis J. Rosso 


His imprint on Agawam sports, Westfield High 
School sports, and area interscholastic athletics will 
never fade. His words of wisdom to the young and inex¬ 
perienced and his most prominant quality, a good 
honest guy who cared for others, likewise cannot be 
forgotten, 

Francis J. Rosso, former outstanding Agawam High 
athlete, Parks and Recreation director, School Commit¬ 
tee member, and director of Westfield High School’s 
athletic program for 23 years is being remembered by a 
memorial scholarship fund. 

The award is to be presented each year to a past or 
present Westfield High School athlete who best ex¬ 
emplifies those characteristics that made Franny Rosso 
a great athlete, coach, teacher and human being. 

Folks here first became introduced to Rosso from 
1934-1938 when he starred in football and baseball for 
the Brownies. Harmon Smith, the legendary mentor of 
those gridiron glory years decades ago, once said Rosso 
“was a kid who would do anything for his team and his 
friends.’’ # «* 

Rosso, after leaving the orange and brown, went on 
to a 6-year career in professional baseball. His profes¬ 
sional career was highlighted by a one-year stint with the 
New York Giants in 1945. 

He graduated from American International College 
in 1944 and received his masters degree in 1956 from 
Springfield College. He began his career as the molder 
of the Westfield School System’s athletic program in 
1957. Today, the Whip City boasts one of the finest 
physical education and athletic programs in the area. 

His years in the town’s park department and 10 years 
on the School Committee (eight as chairmen) brought 
Rosso many accolades from teachers, administrators, 
and students. He also served as a member of the local 
UNICO and Lions Club. 

Rosso’s service to the city of Westfield and its school 
system are too countless to detail fully. His death was a 
tragic loss to the city’s civic life. 

Clifford Kibbe, Agawam High’s long-time coach and 
athletic director, said of Rosso: “He was a hell of a guy. 

■ He was loved and respected. I saw him two weeks before 
he died at an athletic directors meeting. It was such a 
shock and we all miss him.” 

Kibbe said that Rosso served as a corresponding 
teacher back in 1952 when a young and enthusiastic 
practice teacher named Cliff Kibbe was entering the 
physical education profession. “Fran got me started in 
physical education. I remember him well back then,’' he 
recalled. 

An ad hoc committee recently met at the home of 
George Kelleher in Westfield to formulate plans for the 
i memorial fund. It is the committee’s intention to raise 
enough money to present the award on an annual basis.
